Applicants remarks appear to be narrower than the 
proposed claim language, e.g. the proposed claim language does not appear to preclude elastomeric filaments from being an elastomeric 
adhesive foam nor does Applicants description of elastic materials preclude such. Applicants remarks also appear to be narrower than 
the teachings of the prior art, e.g. "strand" as defined by the dictionary is "a single filament such as a fiber or thread" and see Litchholt at 
col.
